WASHINGTON, May 31.— 


In an atmosphere 
reminiscent 


of war days, President Hoover 
went before the Senate in per- 
son today with a plea for the 
speedy enactment of a budget 
balancing tax bill and 
the 


adoption of economy measures. 


Mr. 
Hoover 
presented 
a 


three point program; 


1. Balance the budget. 
2. Stabalize the dollar. 
3. Enact unemployment re- 


lief legislation. 


The delay in passing the tax 


bill, the President said, has re- 
sulted in the world getting an 
exaggerated idea ot conditions in 
-tJrfB—country—lesding^to—heavy 
withdrawal of gold' and unatabiUzr-' 
lag the dollar abroad. But he 
added the country has the re- 
sources and the ability to weather 
the crisis and he predicted that it 


' Will be weathered.

NOT FOR SALES TAX 


The President said he was not 


in favor of a general sales tax 
which brought a new gasp of sur- 
prise from the crowded floors as 
earlier Mr. Hoover had spoken 
favorably of it to a number of 
senators. 


He did, however, declare that 


there was merit in the 
Walsh 


plan which 
would 
Impose a 


limited sales tax of one and three- 
fourths per cent. 


The President stressed econo- 


mies as a means of balancing the 
budget. He told how "a non- 
partican effort" was made in the 
House to 
effect -economies but 


aaid "it largely failed." He there- 
upon appealed 
to 
the Senate 


through its non-partisan economic 
committee to further reduce gov- 
ernmental expenditures. 


He made some remarks as to 


sacrifices by the people but he 
urged Congress to make a "just 
distribution of the sacrifices." 
If 


this were done he said it would 
"establish confidence in the integ- 
rity of the government." 


The President urged 
prompt 


action by Congress in balancing 
kthe budget. He said the neces- 
rsity for promptness was just as 
great as to balance the budget. 


APPEARS FORLORN 


Mr. Hoover appeared tired and 


worn. His low voice at times 
could scarcely be heard through- 
out the chambers and Senators 
leaned forward in their seats cup- 
ping hands to their ears straining 
to hear him. His voice sounded 
tired. 


At one point be mentioned the 


"grave responsibilities that fell on 
his own shoulders." He said, "in 
this emergency grave responsibil- 
ities rest upon me." 
He offered 


this as a reason for his •'making 
suggestions" to Congress on the 
subject of legislation. 


Th« President gave the Garner 


plan for a bond issue to finance 
public works another hard blow. 
He said he was opposed to an ex- 
tension of public works at this 
time beyond what is now provided 
for in the existing budget. 


He recognized the necessity for 


unemployment relief but declared 
that it should be effected solely

PAIR GIVEN 'LIFE* 


COLUMBUS, May 31. — The 


scarcity of rainfall which threatens 
Ohio with a severe drought

caused serious damage to wheat

Lacking moisture,

wheat have started losing color, 
which is equivalent to the begin- 
ning- of a "slow death" of 
the 


type suffered by nearly all prin- 
cipal corps in Ohio's drought of 
1930, H. B. Curry, crop specialist 
at the Ohio Farm Bureau, declar- 
ed. 


Cold weather over Sunday and

Day damaged early 


beans and early tomatoes in sev- 
eral sections. Curry said. Frosts 
were reported in some places. 


Unless the state receives a gen- 


erous rainfall soon, some of the 
wheat straw will be valueless to 
farmers because it will not grow 
tall enough to be cut by binders 
at threashing time, Curry said.

this condition the 
paralysis is 


due to a hemorrhage, or plugging 
up of one or more of the blood 
vessels of the brain; or it may be 
due to a tumor, abscess, or other 
change in the brain. 


When this disorder occurs on 


the nght side of the brain, there 
is a paralysis of the left side of 
the body 
If the hemorrhage is 


on the left side of the brain, the 
paralysis occurs on the right side 
of the body. This is due to the 
crossing of nerve fibers at the 
base of the brain. 


When 
the 
paralysis includes 


half of the body, as one side of 
the face, arm and leg, it is called 
"hemiplegia." 
Paraplegia 
is a 


paralysis of the legs and lower 
trunk. "Monoplegia" is a paraly- 
sis involving only a single ex- 
tremity, as an arm or leg.

not all cases of paralysis are hope- 
less. 
Since most cases are due 


to some disease or disturbance of
